Gentlemen, 

Herewith  I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1910. 

Extension  of  the  Borough. 

On  the  3rd  August,  1910,  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
adding  to  the  Borough  the  districts  of  Willington  Quay,  Willington,  and 
a  portion  of  Longbenton  area,  was  confirmed  by  Parliament.  For  the 
purposes  of  preparing  the  Annual  Report,  it  was  arranged  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Willington  Quay  and  myself  to  report  for  each  district  until 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  Dr.  Alfred  Wilson,  acting  under  the 
Education  Committee  of  the  Town  Council.  The  School  Buildings  were 
examined  several  times  during  the  year,  and  occasionally  disinfected. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

A  house  to  house  inspection  of  the  district  has  been  commenced.  A 
list  of  houses  that  need  most  attention  has  been  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  committee.  The  Town  Council  have  recently  appointed  an 
Assistant  Inspector  who  will  assist  in  carrying  out  the  work  under  this  Act. 
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Vital  Statistics. 

Population. — The  Population  at  the  census  of  1901  was  21,000. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  middle  of  1910  was  estimated 
at  29,000. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  census  of  1901  was  2,635, 
and  gave  an  inhabited  house  rate  at  7*9.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
at  the  end  of  1910  was  5,920,  and  gave  an  inhabited  house  rate  at  4*9.

There  is  no  system  of  notification  of  Phthisis  in  the  Borough.  Under 
the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1908,  12  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  to  me.  Each  case  was  visited  by  myself  and  advice 
given  as  to  the  disposal  of  sputum,  cleanliness,  etc.  All  houses  were 
disinfected  after  the  death  or  removal  of  a  Phthisis  patient. 


Proposed  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium. 

During  the  year,  on  the  suggestion  of  Alderman  O’Hanlon,  who  is 
keenly  interested  in  this  subject,  a  conference  of  various  Local  Authorities 
was  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Wallsend,  to  consider  the  question  of  taking 
joint  action  in  connection  vrith  the  provision  of  a  Sanatorium.  Some¬ 
thing  will  have  to  be  done  with  the  view  of  stamping  out  the  disease,  and 
joint  action,  on  the  lines  indicated  by  Alderman  O’Hanlon  at  the  con¬ 
ference,  seems  to  be  the  most  suitable  as  the  provision  made  for  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  County  of  Northumberland  is  hopelessly 
inadequate  for  the  number  of  persons  affected. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  deaths  of  Infants  under  1  year,  77,  show  a  decrease  of  33  on  the 
returns  for  the  previous  year  ;  the  rate  85*0  is  fairly  satisfactory.  The 
notification  of  Births  Act  is  in  operation  and  a  nurse  visits  cases  where 
required.

Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  183  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified,  and 
of  this  number  120  or  66  per  cent,  were  removed  to  Hospital.

Diphtheria. 

During  the  year  90  cases  have  been  notified.  Although  a  large 
number,  only  2  cases  have  proved  fatal.  The  Sanitary  Committee  are 
quite  alive  to  the  subject,  and  are  using  all  their  endeavours  to  improve 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  by  the  conversion  of  Privy  Ashpits 
into  Water  Closets,  better  scavenging  and  improvements  to  the  bottom  of 
the  sewer  manholes  to  make  the  sewers  self-cleansing.  Large  automatic 
flushing  tanks  have  been  put  in  the  sewers.  150  yards  of  9-in.  sewer  has 
been  constructed.  Anti-toxin  is  given  freely.  During  the  year  196  swabs 
were  examined,  87  were  returned  positive  and  109  negative. 

Pitt  and  Lime  Street. 

During  the  year  the  attention  of  the  owners  was  drawn  to  the  condition 
of  the  above  property,  composed  of  back  to  back  houses.  Arrangements 
were  made  to  connect  these  into  through  houses.  Accordingly  8  back  to 
back  houses  have  been  converted  into  through  houses.  The  back  streets 
which  were  made  of  rough  stones  have  been  properly  made  and  drained, 
thus  improving  this  property.

Housing. 

38  Houses  have  been  erected;  22  self-contained,  and  16  tenement. 
All  new  houses  are  provided  with  W.C’s.  One  house  has  been  closed  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  conversion  of  privies  and  ashpits  into 
W.C’s.  is  being  proceeded  with. 

Model  Cottages. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  small  self-contained  houses,  built  on  the 
Model  Cottage  principle  with  plenty  air  space,  would  be  a  benefit  to  the 
district. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk  Shops. 

I  have  inspected  all  Cowsheds  in  the  Borough  and  have  to  report  an 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  same. 

Meat  Inspection. 

A  system  of  Meat  Inspection  has  been  adopted  which  is  proving  very 
satisfactory.  Butchers  now  retain  internal  organs  for  inspection.  The 
Chief  Inspector  has  had  a  special  training  in  this  subject.  See  Inspector's 
report  for  condemned  meat. 


Baths. 

Baths,  containing  a  large  plunge  bath  and  slipper  baths,  are  being 
erected  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £9,000,  excluding  cost  of  land. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Public  Conveniences  are  urgently  required  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 
The  water  supply  is  supplied  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Co., 
and  has  been  good  during  the  year. 

Scavenging. 

This  has  been  very  effectively  carried  out  during  the  year.

Conversion  of  Privies  and  Ashpits. 

The  Town  Council,  in  pursuance  of  their  powers  under  Sec.  39  (3) 
Public  Health  Act,  Amendment  Act,  1907,  have  served  the  owners  of 
117  Privies  and  Ashpits  with  statutory  notices  to  convert  the  same  into 
Water  Closets.  Up  to  the  end  of.  the  year  the  Town  Council  have  con¬ 
verted  87  Ashpits,  some  with  one  Privy  attached  and  others  with  two, 
into  111  Water  Closets  with  dry  ash  receptacles. 

The  total  number  of  Ashpits  remaining  in  the  district  to  be  converted 
is  288.  In  order  to  continue  the  work  of  converting  these  into  Water 
Closets,  the  Town  Council  are  applying  for  power  to  borrow  £2,000. 

Town  Planning  Act. 

House  Inspection — Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  the  requisite 
forms,  etc.  have  been  obtained.  The  following  properties  have  been 
reported  upon  : — 

Glover’s  Row. — Repairs  costing  approximately  £300  have  been 
made  to  this  property.  Downcomers,  spouts,  rain  water  channels,  pantries, 
and  staircases  have  been  renewed,  well  pointed,  and  rooms  ventilated. 
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Lime  and  Kelly  Streets. — The  back  streets  have  been  concreted 
and  eight  back  to  back  houses  with  one  room  have  been  converted  into 
four  through  houses.  Brick  floors  have  been  removed  and  wood  floors 

substituted. 

The  cottage  at  the  bottom  of  Church  Bank  has  been  closed  as  being 
unfit  for  habitation. 

Cottage  at  Level  Crossing,  Main  Road. — The  drains  at  this 
cottage  have  been  relaid,  two  W.C’s.  provided,  new  floors  laid,  and  the 
site  has  been  drained. 

Turner’s  House,  Wanless  Street. — This  has  been  repaired,  and 
an  old  outhouse,  which  projected  into  the  middle  of  Wanless  Street,  has 
been  removed. 

A  further  list  of  houses  requiring  immediate  attention  has  been 
prepared,  these  are  all  situated  in  the  newly  added  areas. 

Ashpit  Refuse. 

All  ashpit  refuse  was  removed  by  hopper  barge  to  sea.  The  following 
table  shews  the  quantities  removed  and  cost  of  same  per  annum  per  house 
for  the  last  four  years.  This  does  not  include  hopper  loan  repayment  or 
insurance  of  hopper  : —

Added  Areas. 

Since  the  9th  of  November  the  scavenging  of  ashpits,  etc.  in  the 
added  areas  has  been  supervised  by  the  Health  Department. 

The  ashpits  and  box-closets  in  the  Willington  Quay  district  are  cleared 
on  night  shift,  the  refuse  being  removed  to  a  brickyard.  The  ashpits  in 
the  Willington  district  are  cleansed  during  the  day  and  the  refuse  deposited 
on  agricultural  land.  The  Town  Council  will  take  over  this  work  on  the 
1st  April  when  the  present  contract  expires.  The  work  will  then  be  done 
at  night, 
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Bigges  Main. — The  ashpits,  etc.  in  this  outlying  district  are  cleansed 
by  the  Council’s  workmen.  The  refuse  is  deposited  on  agricultural  land. 
The  Sanitary  Committee  are  having  plans,  etc.  prepared  for  a  deep  water 
berth  for  sea  hopper  at  a  point  suitable  for  the  districts  of  Willington 
Quay  and  Willington,  as  it  is  proposed  to  barge  the  refuse  to  sea  from 
these  districts. 


Slaughter  Houses  and  Meat  Inspection.

One  new  Slaughter  House  has  been  erected  in  the  district. 

Five  premises  situated  in  the  added  areas  have  been  licensed  and  one 
registered.  Meat  inspection  has  received  the  careful  attention  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  during  the  year,  and  arrangements  made  with  the 
butchers  in  the  district  who  slaughtered  at  night  time  to  retain  all  internal 
organs  until  the  following  day  for  inspection.  This  has  made  a  thorough 
inspection  of  meat,  etc.  possible.  A  supply  of  lungs  from  outside  districts 
to  Pork  Butchers’  shops  in  Wallsend  has  been  stopped,  as  many  were 
found  affected  with  tuberculous,  and  evidently  were  brought  from  districts 
where  there  was  little  or  no  inspection.  Sausage  machines  and  meat 
pickles  have  received  special  attention.

Two  of  the  tubercular  carcases  were  insured,  the  other  carcase  was 
not  insured.  As  hereinbefore  mentioned,  internal  organs  and  carcases 
are  examined,  but  this  inspection  does  not  relieve  the  owners  of  unsound 
or  diseased  carcases  of  the  duty  of  immediately  notifying  the  same  to  the 
Health  Department.  In  such  cases  the  meat,  if  diseased,  is  surrendered 
and  destroyed.  Diseased  or  unsound  meat  is  destroyed  at  Langdale’s 
Manure  Works,  where  it  is  subjected  to  superheated  steam  in  a  specially 
constructed  boiler  and  then  made  into  manure. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds,  etc. 

There  are  19  cowsheds  in  the  district,  containing  174  cows.  New 
regulations  for  cowsheds,  etc.,  came  into  operation  during  the  year.  The 
cubic  air  space  per  cow  being  altered  from  400  to  800  cubic  feet.  These 
ha^e  been  twice  visited  during  the  year  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  myself. 
Two  owners  of  cowbyres  are  under  statutory  notices  to  make  the  necessary 
alterations  so  that  their  premises  will  comply  with  the  regulations. 

There  are  44  registered  milkshops  in  the  district ;  these  have  also 
been  visited. 


Common  Lodging  House. 

There  is  one  in  the  district,  situated  in  Benton  Way,  which  has  been 
regularly  inspected.  Plans  have  been  approved  for  a  model  lodging  house, 
but  it  has  not  been  commenced  with. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

There  are  38  workshops  on  the  register;  these  have  been  twice 
inspected.  One  workshop,  situated  in  Back  Benton  Way,  where  female 
labour  was  employed,  has  been  discontinued  owing  to  the  want  of  privy 
accommodation. 

Pickle  Workshop,  Portugal  Place. — A  water  closet  has  been 
provided  for  the  use  of  women  employees  at  this  workshop. 

Three  notices  of  insufficient  or  defective  privy  accommodation  were 
received  from  the  Factory  Inspector  and  have  received  attention. 

Privy  accommodation  has  been  provided  at  Brown  and  Hood’s 
Factory. 

Wallsend  Colliery  Co.  Plans  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  Town  Council  for  privy  accommodation  for  men  employed  at 
G.  Pit,  Wallsend. 


Infectious  Disease. 

All  houses  where  infectious  disease  have  occurred  were  inspected  and 
their  condition  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Drains  were  examined  and  tested  where  diphtheria  had  occurred, 
and  many  of  the  open  ashpits  referred  to  in  this  report  belonged  to  houses 
where  diphtheria  had  occurred,  and  were  demolished  and  water  closets 
substituted. 

All  new  drains  are  inspected  and  subjected  to  a  water  test.  This 
work,  owing  to  its  importance,  occupies  much  time.
